New York's New House of Detention for .Wayward Women. 


Towering twelve stories above the famou* sidewalk* of New York, the new House of Detention for 
Women, which ha* just been formally opened, resemble* a modern apartment house. The .windows are 
conspicuous by tie absence of the customary iron barsl Instead they are divided into squares 5 by 7 
inches and present a pleasing appearance. There are to be no prisoners in the institution—only inmates. 
Nor are there to be any cells—just rooms. These rooms have every'modern convenience. Running water, 
hot and cold, is always on tap in each roomy apartment. 
The old style wall bunk has given place to 


a modernistic bed. A mirror of polisher steel reflects the features of the inmate from the wall, wbere it 
is permanently fixed. 
Each room also has a disappearing table, which, when not in use, can be slid into 


a prepared groove in the wall. Tie doors in this luxury jail are paneled with bullet-proof glass, but it
